The Area Board shall promote the 
rights of persons with developmental disabilities to live, learn, work, and play in their 
communities with people without disabilities with supports and assistance necessary to 
benefit from being in typical community environments.  The Area Board shall promote to 
people with developmental disabilities services, which are continuously improving in 
quality.  Such services should be inconspicuous, and controlled by the user—with 
supports as necessary—who is responsible and accountable for the resources used to 
provide the services.  The Area Board shall promote the empowerment of all persons 
with developmental disabilities, and their families, friends, and service providers, in the 
accomplishments of their individual goals and objectives.  The Area Board shall promote 
beneficial interdependent relationships among people with developmental disabilities and 
their family, friends and community.

Institutional Reform Period, Deinstitutionalization Period, and Community 
Membership Period.   

1. Education 
a) Report Card.  Persons with disabilities (and/or their parents) 
are invited to speak about their successes or failures in having their 
individual education plans implemented in general education 
classrooms.  The Area Board will review: 

(1) Parts of the Riverside County Special Education Local 
Plan Area Individualized Program Considerations Form 
9003E-6 (10/02). 
(2) Excerpts from the United States Court of Appeals for 
the Ninth Circuit Opinion in the case of Sacramento City 
Unified School District versus Rachel H. filed January 24, 
1994. 
(3) Senate Special Committee on Developmental 
Disabilities and Mental Health letter dated April 14, 1994, 
concerning Sacramento City Unified School District 
spending over one million public tax dollars in an effort to 
deny Rachel Holland an appropriate education in a regular 
classroom. 

b) Students with developmental disabilities and their relatives and 
friends are welcome to share information from the student’s 
individual education plan, especially information regarding the 
reason services the student is to receive can not be provided in the 
general education setting. 
c) School Districts are welcome to report on their successes in 
supporting, assisting, adapting, and modifying educational services 
for students with developmental disabilities to have their individual 
educational plans implemented in general educational classrooms. 

(1) Murrieta Valley Unified School District.  This School 
District was planning on building a $10 million mini-
campus dedicated to students with severe special education 
needs.  They planned to bus students to this special place 
from all over the district.  The Area Board took action to 
oppose the District’s plans.  
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(2) Murrieta School District’s proposal was not suppose to 
impact the district’s inclusion program.  The District stated 
that inclusion is available and considered at the home 
school site.  The District also stated that the student’s home 
school is the least restrictive option to be considered at each 
placement individual education plan meeting.

(3) The Area Board is interested in receiving input from 
students with developmental disabilities, and their relatives 
and friends as to extent that they were welcomed, 
discouraged, or met resistance to requests for the student to 
be enrolled in general education in the Murrieta School 
District.  The Area Board is interested in identifying a 
school district that is a model of inclusiveness. 

2. Criminal Justice System

of Raymond Lee Mitchell.  Mr. Mitchell was 21 years old and was 
diagnosed as having autism.  Mr. Mitchell died after a physical 
confrontation with several sheriffs’ deputies.
